Casey's Relay for Life goal set at $1OOK

There’s hardly a family alive 
that hasn’t been touched in one 
way or another by cancer. As a 
disease that’s no respecter of per¬ 
sons, residents of all persuasions 
— black or white, fat or thin, 
young or old, rich or poor — will 
come together on Friday night for 
the 16th annual Relay for Life of 
Casey County. 

Held at the Central Kentucky 
AG/EXPO Center’s covered 
pavilion, the committee which 
organizes the event is expect¬ 
ing a tremendous response from 
the community, said chairperson 
Nikki Tarter. 


Tarter, in her seventh year lead¬ 
ing the Relay, said that there are 
29 teams with about 431 members 
registered for the event which has 
as its theme “A Cure Would Be 
So Sweet.” 

However, Tarter wanted to em¬ 
phasize that the event isn’t just 
for those struggling with the dis¬ 
ease. 

“Everyone is invited, not just 
those who are on teams,” Tarter 
said. “And we want everyone to 
know that you don’t have to be a 
Casey County resident to partici¬ 
pate in our event.”

Casey Co. child fighting 
nervous system disease

Like his video game hero Mario, 

Brayden Taylor dives, dodges, ducks and 
most importantly defeats his enemies. 

Brayden, 7, a first grader at Liberty 
Elementary, is currently battling neurofi¬ 
bromatoses - a potentially life-threatening 
disease. 

“A lot of people think it’s a type of 
cancer,” said his mother, Rachel Taylor, 
guidance counselor at Casey County High 
School. “Because there’s tumors involved 
and Brayden is taking chemotherapy.” 

Some of his fellow students even pur¬ 
chased luminaries in his honor for this 
week’s American Cancer Society Relay 
for Life. 

Neurofibromatoses (NF) is actually a 
genetic disorder of the nervous system 
which can affect how nerve cells form and 
grow - along with causing tumors to grow 
on nerves. 

An estimated one in 3,000 to 4,000 peo¬ 
ple are affected by the disease, according 
to the National Institutes of Health. Half

Brayden’s story is full of twists, turns and 
challenges. 


“I had noticed he had ‘cafe-au-lait’ spots 
(light brown skin discolorations) all over 
his body,” Rachel said. “Then they started 
multiplying.” 

Upon learning of the diagnosis, Rachel 
was “quite surprised” to learn two other 
parents from her 1996 Casey County High 
School graduating class had children diag¬ 
nosed with NF. 

“You’re talking about at a disease that 
strikes one in 3,000 to 4,000 people and 
right here at home there was three out of 
around 150,” she said. As a former science 
teacher, Rachel said she “has a hypothesis” 
but remains reluctant to speculate aloud. 

Rachel and her husband, Chad, an em¬ 
ployee of Tarter Industries, kept a watchful 
eye over their young son, who led a fairly 
uneventful childhood until last September 
- around the time of Casey County’s big¬ 
gest event, the Apple Festival. 

“It was then that I noticed something... 
just...wasn’t right,” Rachel said haltingly. 

She said Brayden was “having some

Ribbons show community

Earlier this year, blue 
ribbons began appearing 
on homes and businesses 
in support of Noah Laman, 
a Casey County eighth- 
grader battling a rare bone 
cancer.

With just two seasons under his belt at the 
helm of Casey County High School’s boy’s 
basketball program, Coach Darry Burkett 
has been fired. 

“Coach Burkett 
received notification 
today that he will 
not be retained as 
the boys’ basketball 
coach,” said CCHS 
Principal Josh 
Blevins on Monday 
afternoon. 

Saying that he 
wanted to take the 
program in a dif¬ 
ferent direction, 
Blevins said that a 
change was neces¬ 
sary. 

Burkett’s players 
compiled a 18-45 
record during the 
past two seasons, 
finishing last in the 
12th Region in 2011-12 with a 4-28 record. 

However, this past season, the Rebels 
showed vast improvement, raising their re¬ 
cord to 14-17, representing a 10th place fin¬ 
ish in the region. 

Burkett, who also teaches Business and 
Computer Applications, took over the bas¬ 
ketball program from Todd Carman in the 
fall of 2011, who resigned in April that same 
year after coaching for four seasons and 
compiling a 32-80 record. 

In a taped interview with The Casey 
County News Sports Correspondent Rita 
Harris on Friday, Burkett said that he learned 
of the upcoming dismissal on April 26 in a 
meeting with Blevins. 

But it was only later in the course of the 
meeting Burkett realized that the changes 
Blevins wanted to make involved him leav¬ 
ing as head coach. 

“And I understand that, but I thought 
I would ask for a reason why and he said 
that he felt like that his philosophy and my 
philosophy on how to build a basketball 
program were different and that he felt that 
his coaches should be an extension of his 
philosophy and that he didn’t feel I shared

Three weekend wrecks lead to multiple injuries

Law enforcement of¬ 
ficers investigated three 
wrecks on Friday and Sat¬ 
urday which sent five peo¬ 
ple to area hospitals. 

Hurricane Ridge Road 

Deputy Jamie Walters re¬ 
ported that on Friday about 
11 p.m., Trenton Lay — 16, 
of 2114 Ky. 910 Liberty 
— was traveling downhill 
on Hurricane Ridge Road 
in a 2000 Chevrolet pick¬ 
up when he lost control of 
the vehicle in loose gravel 


while attempting to turn 
onto Carman Creek Road. 

The truck went across 
Carman Creek Road, down 
an embankment, and struck 
a tree. 

Two 13-year-old teens 
riding in the bed of the 
truck, Abby Hood, of 5225 
Thomas Ridge Road, Dun- 
nville, and Kelly Allen, of 
87 Maple Ave., Liberty, 
were injured. 

Hood suffered a possible 
back injury and was trans¬ 
ported to Casey County 
Hospital by Casey EMS. 

Allen, with a cut on the 
left side of her face and a 


possible head injury, was 
flown to the University of 
Kentucky Medical Center 
where she was listed in se¬ 
rious condition on Tuesday 
morning. 

Alexis Hood, 15, Ab¬ 
by’s sister — complain¬ 
ing of neck pain — was 
also transported to Casey 
County Hospital by Casey 
EMS. 

Lay and a passenger 
in the vehicle, Lindsey 
Scott, 14, of 1356 Wood- 
rum Ridge Road, Liberty, 
refused treatment at the 
scene, the accident report 
states. 


EastYosemite Road 

Deputy Chad Weddle re¬ 
ported that a single vehicle 
accident Friday about 1:30 
p.m. sent a local man to 
Casey County Hospital. 

Robert H. Pittman, 46, 
of 670 Willow Springs 
Road, Liberty, was head¬ 
ed east on East Yosemite 
Road in a 1994 Honda 
Civic when he suffered a 
medical condition causing 
him to run off the left side 
of the roadway, striking 
several trees. Casey EMS 
responded to the scene.

It just doesn't make 
sense...or does it? 


“It just doesn’t make 
sense,” is the generalized 
response from those who 
had some familiarity with 
the Tsamaev brothers. They 
seemed like the kind of 
young men you might like 
as neighbors; they appeared 
kind, quite, unobtrusive. 

These two, perpetrators 
of the Boston bombings? It 
just doesn’t make sense. 

Or does it? 

When anger percolates 
long enough, it brews a 
strong pot of hatred which 
pours a bitter cup of violence. 
Usually, the stains from that 
brew spread no farther than 
the tables of argument upon 
which they spill. But on rare 
occasions, under the right 
circumstances, the wrong 
personalities drink it down 
to a deeper, more dangerous 
level. Words are exchanged 
for weapons, disagreements 
for death. 

The older one, Tamerlan, 
spent his early years in a 
country tom by war between 
the Chechens and the Rus¬ 
sian Army. Hatred spawns 
more hatred, violence more 
violence. And many in that 
country are energized by a 
brand of Islam whose slo¬ 
gan is “Global Jihad.” 

Maybe he saw the bru¬ 
tality as a boy before emi¬ 
grating with his parents to 
Boston. Perhaps that was 
when the seed of anger was 
first planted. It could have 
been nourished secretly, 
deep within his soul until it 
grew into hatred. It must 
have been pmned during the 
six months he lived in the 
Dagestan region of south¬ 
ern Russia in 2012. When 
he returned to the United 
States, Tamerlane’s fruit of 
destructiveness was sour¬ 
ing. And last month he cut it 
open, spewing its poison on 
the streets of Boston. 

Somewhere along the 
way, Tamerlane apparently 
infected his younger brother, 
Dzhokhar, with the disease 
of hatred. 

Seeds of anger, despair, 
and hostility are everywhere. 
They exist in all us. When 
watered, they grow, and 
when embedded in collec¬ 
tive groups, they can drive 
an ideology, or a religion, or 
a nation. And that becomes 
very dangerous to us all. 

But we also have seeds 
of love, mercy, compassion, 
and forgiveness. They too 
grow when watered. 

What we feed grows; 
what we starve dies. 

The contempt and ani¬ 
mosity that is thrown our 
way can even be trans¬ 
formed. 

It can happen: I’ve got 
evidence in my backyard to 
prove it. 



“Come to my garden,” I 
say to my family. They hu¬ 
mor me and follow along. 
When the garden is full of 
vegetables, my visitors en¬ 
joy the beauty. 

But no one wants to look 
into my compost bin. The 
rotten fruit, vegetables, 
leaves, and coffee grounds 
in it stink. But I can smile 
even at the stench. You see, I 
know something. The refuse 
will be transformed into rich 
compost. Then I will spread 
the nutritious compost on 
the ground, nourishing the 
fruit and vegetables. 

The rubbish of life —the 
stuff that happens to you 
that plants seeds of disgust, 
alienation, revenge — can 
be transformed and turned 
back into something rich and 
nourishing. The Vietnamese 
Buddhist monk, Thich Nhat 
Hahn has written about this 
process, “We should not be 
afraid of the garbage within 
us if we know how to trans¬ 
form it back into joy, into 
peace.” 

The compost bin doesn’t 
smell good today; it’s down¬ 
right putrid. But if I treat 
properly what today turns 
my nose, soon, I’ll open the 
bin, and the odor will be 
pleasing to me. I will know 
that something bad has 
turned into something good. 

A man who once mur¬ 
dered people in the name 
of religion turned his trash 
into compost and later was 
able to write these beauti¬ 
ful words, “Love is patient 
and kind. Love is not jeal¬ 
ous or boastful or proud or 
rude. Love does not rejoice 
about injustice but rejoices 
whenever the truth wins out. 
Love never gives up, never 
loses faith, is always hope- 
fill, and endures through 
every circumstance” (I Cor¬ 
inthians 13:4-7). 

Some people on that aw¬ 
ful day in Boston were al¬ 
ready turning something 
terrible into compost when 
they responded with acts of 
kindness and mercy, even 
running toward the danger 
to help others rather than 
fleeing in fear. 

It can happen. 

And it shouldn’t be that 
surprising when it does. It 
makes sense. Water the good 
seeds. They’ll grow. Treat 
waste properly, and you can 
turn it into compost. 

Let’s just hope it happens 
before seeds of hate bear the 
fruit of violence.

A few years ago, a friend 
gifted me with tickets to see 
Sammy Kershaw/George 
Jones/Randy Travis - in that 
order - at Rupp Arena, in 
Lexington. 

I’m not the greatest coun¬ 
try fan there is (Although 
I do find the new WKDO 
pretty dam good. And I 
heard George Harrison’s 
“My Sweet Lord” on Ra- 
dioLibertyKy.com the other 
day, so I pretty much got the 
sonic spectrum covered.), 
but heck yeah, I wanted to 
see “The Possum.” How 
often does one get to see a 
legend? 

To show you how com¬ 
mitted I was, I actually 
purchased a pair of cowboy 
boots and found one of those 
“western style” shirts to 
wear.

The arena was packed, 
and unlike some rock con¬ 
certs, where they start when 
the musicians feel like start¬ 
ing, the show began prompt¬ 
ly and surprisingly loud.

After the opening act, the 
lights went up as the stage 
was prepared for George 
Jones. 

Even though the music 
had stopped, country boy 
was still singing - substitut¬ 
ing a few % A &* and @#$% 


in the lyrics - and slinging 
his drink all over the place. 

It was kind of ticking me 
off because I came to see the 
performers, not him, put on 
a show. 

It was obvious the older 
gentleman - and everyone 
around him - was becoming 
distressed. 

He very gently tapped 
country boy on the shoulder, 
and the drunken sot turned 
around and without even 
saying a word, punched the 
older man in the face. Hard. 

The next I knew I was lit¬ 
erally flying through the air. 

A friend who went to the 
show said, “All I saw was 
the bottom of your boots.” 

I had managed to wedge 
myself between country boy 
and the old man - at about 
the same time 10 or so other 
people all piled on top of us. 

Several things crossed my 
mind: 1) What in the heck 
have I gotten myself into?

I could 
taste the sweat and beer ooz¬ 
ing off his frantically flailing 
body. 

I was able to see a couple 
of people were attending to 
the old man and wondering 
when in the heck security or 
the police or somebody was 
going to end this melee. 

I truly think about a fourth 
of the crowd in Rupp Arena 


got to throw at least one 
punch at country boy - with 
me trapped beneath him ab¬ 
sorbing some of the blows.

The big, booming voice of 
George Jones filled the area 
as he started his portion of 
the show.

for research in the fight 
against cancer. Addition¬ 
ally, some funds are desig¬ 
nated as assistance to those 
who are currently battling 
the disease. 

This year, Casey has a

Afterwards, survivors

The Relay commit¬ 
tee will then host a Survi¬ 
vor’s Reception. 

“Invitations were sent 
to cancer survivors — and 
for one guest — for the 
survivor’s reception, but 
if you didn’t get one, and 
you are a cancer survivor, 
an invitation isn’t required 
to come,” Tarter said. 

The night will feature 
music with Flatlick Ex¬ 
press as well as with Alan 
and Alex Ware, a live and 
silent auction, games and 
other activities designed 


for the whole family. 

All this leads up to the 
touching luminaria cere¬ 
mony, which is set for 9:45 
p.m. this year. 

During the luminaria ser¬ 
vice, the lights in the arena 
will be turned off, with the 
only light emanating from 
hundreds of candles in 
sand-filled paper bags lin¬ 
ing the walking track.

trouble with his balance,” 
along with other troubling 
signs. 

After medical consulta¬ 
tion, an MRI was suggest¬ 
ed. 

“I knew something was 
wrong,” she said, “I just 
knew.” 

He was taken to the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky Hospi¬ 
tal Emergency Room. 

It was eventually discov¬ 
ered Brayden had a tumor 
on his brain stem. 

“The first doctor we talk¬ 
ed to said there’s no hope,” 
she said, reaching for a 
box of tissues kept on her 
tidy desk. “He told us all 
we could do was go home 
and...” 

“But then there was a ray 
of hope,” Rachel said. “A 
surgeon had asked to talk 
with us before we were dis¬ 
charged. I thought that was 
kind of unusual.” 

“He said his suggestion 
was going to be surgery - 
but not to take it lightly,” 
Rachel said. 

The treatment 

In October, a seven-hour 
surgery was performed. 

“The longer the surgery, 
the better,” she said. “That 
meant they were making 
progress.” 


An estimated 90 per¬ 
cent of the tumor was re¬ 
moved and Brayden was 
discharged to Cardinal Hill 
Hospital, also in Lexington. 

The recuperating youth 
spent a total of six weeks 
in both hospitals - far away 
from his Thomas Ridge 
home - and eventually be¬ 
gan chemotherapy sessions 
in January. 

“We’ve had to deal with 
some hair loss and nausea 
but that’s better than the al¬ 
ternative,” Rachel said. 

Brayden has completed 
one round of chemotherapy 
and just began another last 
week. 

“We’re hoping what’s 
left of the tumor shrinks or 
at least stabilizes,” Rachel 
said. 

Brayden attends school 
“a couple of hours a day,” 
she said. “And we are 
blessed to have grandpar¬ 
ents who will pick him up 
from school or help take 
care of him.” 

He “loves the outdoors,” 
Rachel said, “especially 
spending time swinging on 
his swing set,” 

Brayden also enjoys 
spending time with his 
brother, Coleton, 10, a 
fourth-grader at Liberty 
Elementary, and “playing 
those video games.” 

Like his favorite charac¬ 


ter Mario, Brayden contin¬ 
ues to “power up.” 

“He has the best personal¬ 
ity,” she said. “We’ve talked 
with him about all this and 
explained to him there’s 
something in his head caus¬ 
ing things to happen and 
make him sick - but we’re 
trying to make him better.” 

And his response? 

“He always smiles, al¬ 
ways .”

Post 15 investigates 13 traffic accidents in April 


During the month of 
April 2013, there were 13 
traffic accidents investi¬ 
gated by the State Police 
working in the Post 15 area 
in the 11 counties of Adair, 
Casey, Clinton, Cumber¬ 
land, Green, Marion, Met¬ 
calfe, Monroe, Russell, 


Taylor and Washington. 

There were two fatal col¬ 
lisions during the month of 
April in the Post 15 area 
— Stacy L. Carter of Co¬ 
lumbia was killed in Adair 
County on April 4; Debbie 
Froedge of Edmonton was 
killed in Metcalfe County 


on April 30. 

This brings the yearly 
fatality count to eight com¬ 
pared with 10 through this 
same period in 2012. State 
wide fatality count stands 
at 170 compared with 217 
through this same period in 
2012. 


Ten people die on Kentucky roadways April 29-May 5 


Preliminary statistics in¬ 
dicate that 10 people died 
in nine separate crashes on 
Kentucky’s roadways from 
Monday, Apr. 29 through 
Sunday, May 5,2013. 

Two single-fatality, motor 
vehicle crashes occurred in 
each of the following coun¬ 
ties: Clay and Jefferson. One 
of the Clay Co. victims and 
one of the Jefferson Co. vic¬ 


tims were not wearing seat 
belts. 

One single-fatality, mo¬ 
tor vehicle crash occurred in 
each of the following coun¬ 
ties: Harrison, Lewis, Logan 
and Metcalfe. 

The victims in Lewis and 
Logan counties were not 
wearing seat belts. The Harri¬ 
son Co. and Lewis Co. crash¬ 
es involved the suspected use 
of alcohol. 

One double-fatality, mo¬ 
torcycle crash occurred in 
Warren County. One of the 


victims was not wearing a 
helmet. 

Through May 5, prelimi¬ 
nary statistics indicate that 
178 people have lost their 
lives on Kentucky roadways 
during 2013. 

This is 54 less than re¬ 
ported for this time period 
in 2012. Of the 149 motor 
vehicle fatalities, 74 victims 
were not wearing seat belts. 


Seven of the 14 motorcycle 
fatalities were not wearing 
helmets. The one ATV fatal¬ 
ity was not wearing a helmet. 
One bicycle rider has been 
killed. 

Twelve pedestrians have 
been killed. One fatality in¬

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Testing Plan B: ACT Inc. 
suspends online work 

FAYETTE COUNTY (Lexington) 

- Kentucky high school students who 
haven’t completed required end-of-course 
testing online will be taking their tests the old- 
fashioned way. 

After sporadic problems last week with the 
online test, which is provided by ACT Inc., 
the Kentucky Department of Education sent 
an email Saturday morning to testing coordi¬ 
nators throughout the state announcing that it 
is moving to pencil-and-paper tests for all stu¬ 
dents who have not yet taken the tests online 
this year. 

The email said that ACT had told the edu¬ 
cation department late Friday afternoon that it 
was suspending the online system on Monday 
“due to technical issues.” 

“ACT is attempting to re-open the online 
system as soon as possible; however, (the edu¬ 
cation department) believes stabilization of the 
end of course assessment program is now the 
priority,” according to the email from Rhonda 
Sims, director of the education department’s 
Division of Support and Research. 

Schools that had planned to use online test¬ 
ing will instead receive shipments of paper test 
books in their district offices by May 13, the 
email said. 

The end-of-course tests are mandatory for 
high school students taking English II, algebra 
II, biology and U.S. history. 

Two years ago, the state adopted a new set 
of “common core standards” for what stu¬ 
dents should be learning. Results of the end- 
of-course tests count toward schools’ scores in 
the state accountability system, and individual 
scores are used in calculating students’ final 
course grades. 

Last week, the state education department 
received reports of slow connections and 
dropped connections among students taking the 
online test in about 25 districts. On Wednesday, 
the department suspended testing. 

Students in Alabama and Ohio were also ex¬ 
periencing problems. 

ACT said that its Vantage testing system had 
been overloaded by the number of students 
taking the test but that more capacity had been 
added, and that testing could resume Monday 
without no further problems expected. 

However, according to the email from Sims, 
ACT notified the state late Friday that the sys¬ 
tem would not, in fact, be available Monday. 

Because of concerns about the ability to get 
all students tested before the end of the school 
year, the state has opted to scratch online test¬ 
ing altogether. 

Nancy Rodriguez, spokeswoman for the 
Kentucky Department of Education, said ACT 
is prioritizing shipments of test books so that 
districts with fewer days left in the school year 
should get them sooner. 

The education department acknowledged 
in its email that the online system failures had 
caused “continued frustration” for schools. 

Few Kentucky drivers cited for 
texting while driving 

FRANKLIN COUNTY (Frankfort) 

-Fewer than 1,000 of Kentucky’s 3.15 mil¬ 
lion drivers have been cited by police more 
than two years after the state banned texting 
while driving for everyone and cellphone 
use for drivers younger than 18, state records 
show. 

Police issued 976 citations for violating the 
law from Jan. 2011 to Feb. 6, 2013, the most 
recent data available from the state Administra¬ 
tive Office of the Courts. 

No driver has been cited in 26 of Kentucky’s 
120 counties since the law went into effect 
in January 2011. Jefferson County, the most 
populous in Kentucky, led the state with 126 
citations. 

Police say they cite so few people for tex¬ 
ting while driving because it’s difficult to tell 
whether someone is texting, dialing a phone 
or doing any number of other things, such as 
looking at a digital map. 

“For the most part, police officers are going 
to be in a marked cruiser, so if they spot us they 
are going to put the phone down or tty to hold it 
down so it’s not in plain view,” said Kentucky 
State Police trooper Michael Webb. 

In addition, discerning a 17-year-old from 
an 18-year-old in a moving car is nearly im¬ 
possible, officers say, making it tough to en¬ 
force the law banning cellphone use by drivers 
younger than 18. 

Drivers or passengers involved in accidents 
sometimes tattle on themselves, but police say 
people often lie if they know they could face 
charges. 

Kentucky’s problems enforcing the texting 
ban are common in other states, said Jonathan 
Adkins, deputy executive director of the Gov¬ 
ernors Highway Safety Association, a state 
transportation highway group. Kentucky is 
one of 39 states that ban texting while driving 
for adults. 

“We are at the beginning of dealing with this 
problem,” Adkins said. “We are where we were 
with drunk driving 20 years ago. But Kentucky 
is definitely on the right track.” 

Increasingly, states are banning all hand¬ 
held communication devices, which police say 
is easier to enforce. Ten states and the District 
of Columbia have such bans. 

In March, the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration released a report that 
found hands-free devices were safer than tra¬ 
ditional cellphones. 


“I think that we will see more states moving 
toward bans on hand-held devices in the future 
as we get more and more data,” Adkins said. 

Competition for public-school 
students sparks disputes 

PULASKI COUNTY (Somerset) 

- With school finances getting tighter all 
across Kentucky, disputes have empted be¬ 
tween county and independent school districts 
in several locations recently over agreements 
that allow students to attend schools across dis¬ 
trict lines. 

State funding is based on enrollment, so 
when students from a county district attend 
school in a neighboring independent district, 
the independent district gets additional state 
money for each of those children. The county 
district, in turn, loses state dollars for each child 
that crosses over. 

County districts typically live with that 
when their coffers are full, negotiating agree¬ 
ments limiting the number of students that can 
cross lines. But with state educational funding 
basically stuck at 2008 levels and federal cuts 
looming because of the budget sequester in 
Washington, a number of county districts now 
are trying to hang on to every student they can 
by renegotiating agreements with the indepen¬ 
dents. 

Recently, for example, the Pulaski County 
School Board changed a long-standing agree¬ 
ment that allowed up to 172 Pulaski students 
to attend the tiny Science Hill Independent 
School District. No new Pulaski students will 
be permitted at Science Hill next year. How¬ 
ever, county students already going there could 
remain, and their siblings would be grandfa¬ 
thered in. 

Science Hill Independent School Super¬ 
intendent Rick Walker said the number of 
Pulaski students attending Science Hill even¬ 
tually would fall to zero because the new con¬ 
tract wouldn’t allow the independent district to 
enroll any new county students to replace those 
who graduate or move away. Science Hill’s 
state handing would drop by about $3,800 per 
year for each Pulaski student it loses. Walker 
says that would be a major hit for his district, 
which has about 500 students and a $3 million 
budget. 

“For a district with a budget our size, it 
would have a direct impact on services,” he 
said last week. 

Sonya Wilds, assistant superintendent of 
the Pulaski County Schools, says her board 
doesn’t want to harm Science Hill but must 
maximize every available dollar in tight eco¬ 
nomic times. 

“It’s the same situation for districts all 
around the state: the extreme budget pinch that 
everybody is in and continues to be in,” Wilds 
said. “It’s our responsibility to leverage the 
most resources possible for our kids.” 

Wilds noted that current Pulaski students 
and their siblings, as well as the children of 
Science Hill employees who live in the county 
district, would still be able to attend Science 
Hill. 

“Our board was very cognizant of the kids 
going there, and they didn’t want to displace 
any kids. They did not want to split families,” 
Wilds said. “We felt the reduction for them 
(Science Hill) would be modest and would 
work without impacting them to a great ex¬ 
tent.” 

Walker, however, thinks otherwise and says 
Science Hill officials hope to persuade the 
Pulaski board to reconsider the contract at its 
May meeting. 

How UK fans will be affected 
by launch of SEC Network 

FAYETTE COUNTY (Lexington) 

- The biggest change for Lexington-area Ken¬ 
tucky Wildcats fans as a result of last Thurs¬ 
day’s announcement that the Southeastern 
Conference and ESPN will launch a new SEC 
Network cable channel next year is this: 

There will be fewer UK game broadcasts 
on WKYT-TV, and more Cats contests on the 
ESPN family of networks. 

As a result of the new deal, starting in the 
fall of 2014 there will be no more UK games 
broadcast by the locally produced Big Blue 
Network. The SEC’s syndicated package — 
the 12:30 Saturday afternoon football and 
Wednesday night men’s basketball games, 
among other programming — will also be no 
more. 

Instead, all those games will be distributed 
over an ESPN property, either the current 
Worldwide Leader channels or the new SEC 
Network cable channel. 

Bottom line: As long as one has access to 
cable TV programming over some platform, 
there will be more Southeastern Conference 
sports product available for viewing than 
ever before. Yet if one is solely reliant on free 
over-the-air television, there will be fewer UK 
games to view. 

For those dependent on traditional TV, at 
least CBS still has first choice each week to 
televise the best SEC football game and some 
regular-season men’s basketball contests. 

“There will still be CBS games and a lot 
of stuff on over the air,” Kentucky Athletics 
Director Mitch Barnhart said late Thursday 
afternoon. “But what is really cool about what 
(the SEC and ESPN) are doing (with the SEC 
Network) is we are adding 1,000 hours of live 
programming and we’ll be doing it over mul¬ 
tiple platforms that will allow people to access 
the games in the way that works for them.” j

What can you tell me about 
the new Obamacare health in¬ 
surance exchanges that begin 
next year? I am interested in 
retiring early at age 61, but 
need to find some affordable 
health insurance until my 
Medicare benefits begin at 
65. 

Ready to Retire 

Dear Ready, 

The new health insurance 
exchanges - also known as 
Health Insurance Marketplac¬ 
es - that begin in 2014 will 
be a welcome benefit to mil¬ 
lions of Americans who need 
health insurance, especially 
uninsured baby boomers and 
pre-Medicare retirees who of¬ 
ten have a difficult time find¬ 
ing affordable coverage. 

How It Will Work 

As part of the Affordable 
Care Act, starting Oct. 1 you 
will be able to shop and com¬ 
pare health insurance policies 
in your area, and enroll in one 
directly through your state’s 
Health Insurance Market¬ 
place website. The policies 
will go into effect on Jan. 1, 
2014. 

You’ll also be happy to 
know that federal law dictates 
that Marketplace insurers 
cannot deny you coverage or 
charge you higher rates based 
on pre-existing health condi¬ 


tions, and they can’t charge 
women more than men. But, 
they can charge older custom¬ 
ers more than younger ones - 
up to three times more. 

Every state will have a 
Marketplace, but each state 
can choose how it will oper¬ 
ate. Seventeen states and the 
District of Columbia will mn 
their own state-based Market¬ 
place, seven states will partner 
with the federal government, 
and 26 states will offer federal 
Marketplaces. The differenc¬ 
es between federal and state 
programs will be subtle. You 
will be able to access your 
state’s Health Insurance Mar¬ 
ketplace at healthcare.gov. 

The policies available 
through these Marketplaces 
will be sold by insurance 
companies and will provide a 
package of 10 essential ben¬ 
efits, including emergency 
services, hospital care, lab 
services, prescription dmgs, 
doctor visits, preventive care, 
rehab services and maternity 
care. 

To make shopping and 
comparing a little easier, the 
health plans will be divided 
into four different levels - 
bronze, silver, gold and plati¬ 
num - each offering similar 
benefits but with a different 
cost structure. The bronze 
plan will have the lowest 


monthly premiums but have 
highest out-of-pocket costs, 
while the platinum plans will 
have the highest premiums 
but the lowest deductibles 
and co-payments. 

The Marketplaces will also 
offer a toll-free hotline to help 
you choose a plan that meets 
your needs and budget. These 
helpers aren’t associated with 
any particular plan, and they 
aren’t on any type of commis¬ 
sion, so the help they give you 
will be completely unbiased.

$500K grant expected for college 

Officials are expecting to receive a half-million dol¬ 
lar grant this month toward a new college in Casey 
County. 

Monday, at a meeting of the Casey County Fis¬ 
cal Court, Judge/Executive Ronald Wright said he is 
awaiting arrival of $500,000 Appalachian Regional 
Commission (ARC) grant - earmarked for bringing a 
new college to Liberty. 

“We’re expecting it in mid-May,” Wright told the 
court. Once the grant is received, work can begin in 
earnest on the Casey County Community and Educa¬ 
tion Center. 

The $3.6 million facility will be constructed on Pet¬ 
tyjohn Street. 

Judge Wright said the project has already received 
a $500,000 Community Development Block Grant 
(CDBG). 

“We have got official approval, we’ve got it right 
here” he said, holding a copy of the grant for the court 
to see. 

Under terms of the CDBG - which is contingent on 
the ARC grant - construction must begin within four 
months of the date the grant was signed. 

Without any delays, activity could be seen at the site 
by mid-August.

A year ago the Lady Rebel 
tennis team celebrated the 
school’s first ever regional 
runner-up title and coming 
into this season, expecta¬ 
tions were high. The team did 
not graduate a single player 
last year and returned in full 
strength this season. 

The team, led by two se¬ 
niors, did not fall short of then- 
goals at the 12th Region tour¬ 
nament this past weekend. 
Both singles players and both 
doubles teams advanced to 
the semifinal rounds of play 
and earned the Lady Rebel 
program its first regional 
championship title. 

“I couldn’t be happier for 
them,” said Coach Tommy 
Wood. “They’ve earned ev¬ 
erything they’ve got and it’s 
an honor to be associated 
with those girls.” 

Last year, the strong team 
from Mercer County took 
the regional title over Casey 
County. The Lady Titans also 
brought Casey their only reg¬ 
ular season losses last year. In 
2013, Casey defeated Mer¬ 
cer twice during the regular 
season and saw its only loss 
come at the hand of Corbin. 

The draws fell in an un¬ 
usual way for Casey County. 
All four entries received a 
bye in their round. It is highly 
unusual for all of the tourna¬ 
ment byes to go to one team. 

Haley Owens, Casey’s 


number two singles player, 
was ranked fourth in the tour¬ 
nament but earned her way 
to the championship match 
against Garrard’s Emily Ma¬ 
jor. 

Owens took a win over 
Lincoln County’s Makayla 
Campbell 6-2, 6-1 before 
nearly falling to Danville’s 
Mey Mey Kong. Owens lost 
the first match in a tiebreaker, 
6-7 (6) and won the next set 
6-1. In the super tiebreaker, 


Owens prevailed 10-4. 

In the seminfinal round, 
Owens was pitted against 
Mercer County’s Erin Pig- 
man, who was ranked second 
in the tournament. Unexpect¬ 
ed to many, Owens triumphed 
6 - 1 , 6 - 1 . 

“That just shows she has 
worked herself to that posi¬ 
tion. She’s really worked hard 
on her game,” Wood said. 
“Her work ethic is unbeliev¬ 
able.” 


Tylyn Leigh, Casey’s num¬ 
ber one singles player, earned 
the number one seed in the 
tournament but fell in a tough 
match against Major in the 
semifinal round. 

“I hate it that Tylyn lost but 
she left it all out on the court. 
The ball just wasn’t bouncing 
her way,” Wood said. 

Leigh first defeated Wayne 
County’s Kinley Weaver, 6-0, 
6-0 and then took down Som¬ 
erset’s Maxi Maringer, 6-2, 


6 - 1 . 

Major, ranked third in the 
tournament, brought tough 
competition to the court. Ma¬ 
jor won 6-3 in the first set only 
to have Leigh win the second 
set 6-3. In the tiebreaker, Ma¬ 
jor won 10-6. 

Casey’s doubles teams saw 
a similar situation unfold, as 
their top ranked team fell in 
the semifinal round while the 
two seed caused an upset and 
advanced to the champion¬ 
ship round. 

Sara Coffman and Chelsey 
Lynn were ranked sixth going 
into the tournament but bat¬ 
tled their way through three 
matches that landed them 
in the championship game 
against Mercer’s number one 
seed team of Christy Ingram 
and Kyleigh Murray. 

After their bye, Coffman 
and Lynn beat a duo from 
Russell County 6-0, 6-1. In 
their quarterfinal match, the 
Lady Rebel team played 
Mercer’s second seed team. 
Casey won the first set 6-2 but 
Mercer battled back for a 6-3 
win in the second set. Coff¬ 
man and Lynn persevered in 
the tiebreaker, 10-5. 

The semifinal round put 
the sixth ranked team against 
the number two ranked team 
in the tournament, Anna 
Duncan and Nikol Pluess of 
Boyle County. Duncan and 
Pluess put up a fight for the 
win, but Coffman and Lynn’s 
top-notch play did not falter. 
They won the match 7-5, 
6-4. 


Casey’s number one 
doubles team, Madison Lee 
and Allie Tinsley, earned 
the number three rank of the 
tournament. They pulled out 
a super tiebreaker win over 
a team from Danville in their 
first match. They won 6-3 
before falling 6-7 (4) in the 
second set. Lee and Tinsley 
won in the tiebreak, 10-3, to 
advance to the quarterfinals. 

There, the Lady Rebel duo 
beat the seventh ranked team 
in the tournament, a pair from 
Russell County, 6-2,7-5. 

In the semifinal round, Lee 
and Tinsley were up against 
Ingram and Murray, who 
earned the tournament’s num¬ 
ber one rank. Lee and Tinsley 
gave the top ranked team a 
mn for their money, winning 
6-1 in the first set. 

The Mercer team came 
back to win the second set 6-1 
and won 10-6 in the tiebreak. 

“They got beat but that 
don’t tell you how well they 
played,” Wood said about 
Lee and Tinsley. “It could 
have gone either way. They 
were really focused.” 

Ingram and Murray’s vic¬ 
tory sent them to the final 
round to face Coffman and 
Lynn. 

With all of Casey’s com¬ 
petitors advancing to the 
semifinal round, in doubles 
and singles, all of the athletes 
earned bids to the state tour¬ 
nament. As a team they will 
compete in sectionals this 
weekend at Henry Clay.

Four seniors led the 
Casey County boys’ tennis 
team to the 12th Region 
runner-up title this past 
weekend. 

“We kind of exceeded 
a few expectations,” said 
Coach Phil Williams. “We 
weren’t counting on win¬ 
ning but we played ex¬ 
tremely well.” 

The Casey boys were 
the regional runner-up in 
2008 and then earned three 
consecutive regional titles 
from 2009-2011. Last 
year, 2012 graduate Ryan 
Martin was Casey’s only 
state qualifier. 

“We could have eas¬ 
ily had a championship 
or just have as easily not 
have been runner up, but 
we’ll take it. It was very 
competitive up there,” said 
Williams. 

Three Rebel athletes 
will advance to the state 
tournament, having made 
it to the semifinal round of 
the tournament. Number 
one singles player Hunter 
Pierce will advance as will 
the number one doubles 
team of Taylor Leigh and 
Skyler Wright. 

“If we would have been 
fortunate enough for our 
two seed doubles to get a 
couple of wins we would 
have won (the champion¬ 
ship title),” Williams said. 

Trent Rodgers and Jus¬ 
tin Underwood, Casey’s 
second seed doubles team, 
was Casey’s only represen¬ 
tative to not earn a win in 
the tournament; however, 
the duo was pitted against 


a ranked team from Berea 
in their first match and lost 
6 - 0 , 6 - 1 . 

Pierce earned the num¬ 
ber four overall seed in the 
tournament and earned his 
first two wins with little 
pushback from competi¬ 
tion. He defeated Pulaski’s 
Greg Avina 6-1, 6-0 and 
Boyle’s Ben Underwood 
6 - 0 , 6 - 0 . 

In the quarterfinal round, 
the number six tournament 
seed, Andrew Yeager of 
Mercer County, upped the 
competition. Pierce still 
prevailed, 6-2, 6-3. 

Pierce then faced the 
number one tourna¬ 
ment seed, Berea’s Ste¬ 
ven Gadd. Gadd won the 
match 6-0, 6-0 to advance 
to the championship match 
where he defeated his own 
teammate, Sam Jackson, 
to claim the singles title. 

Leigh and Wright were 
ranked the number three 
doubles team in the tour¬ 
nament and drew a bye 


for the first round. Their 
first match was against a 
duo from Lincoln County 
and Casey persevered, 6-0, 
6 - 0 . 

The seventh ranked team 
from Somerset brought 
steeper competition but 
Leigh and Wright battled 
through for another win 
and advanced to the semi¬ 
final round after a 6-3, 6-3 
victory. 

The Rebels then faced 
the number two ranked 
doubles team, Spencer An¬ 
derson and Ethan Smith 
of Garrard County. Leigh 
and Wright lost to the duo 
7-9 just a week prior to the 
regional tournament; how¬ 
ever, Garrard triumphed 
6-0, 6-1 to move on to the 
championship match. 

The Garrard duo fell to 
a team from Berea in the 
final round. 

Friday was the first day 
of tournament play, and all 
but Casey’s number two 
doubles team returned to 


compete on Saturday. 

“We had to win two out 
of the three matches to be 
regional runner up and we 
did just what we needed 
to accomplish,” Williams 
said. “I’m so proud of 
them and so glad I’m a 
part of tennis in Casey 
County.” 

Berea earned the 12th 
Region title and will com¬ 
pete at sectionals this 
weekend. Casey’s three 
state qualifiers, Pierce, 
Leigh and Wright, will 
spend this week and next 
preparing for the state 
tournament, which begins 
May 17. 

Marion County 

Casey’s final regular 
season match was held last 
Tuesday when they trav¬ 
eled to Marion County and 
won 5-4. 

Marion County, coached 
by former Casey County 
tennis athlete and son 
of coach Phil Williams, 
Landon Williams, defeated 
Casey in their meeting last 
season, 7-2. 

“It went down to the 
very end. We fought and 
we fought,” Williams said. 

Marion County tri¬ 
umphed in the number one 
and two singles games as 
well as the number one 
doubles match. They also 
picked up a win in the num¬ 
ber four singles match. 

Wins from Wright, Rod¬ 
gers and Underwood in 
singles earned three points 
for Casey. Their final two 
wins came in doubles from 
Pierce and Salyers in the 
two seed and Rodgers and 
Underwood in the three 
seed.

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Early May is key fishing time for sunfish 


Early May in Kentucky 
is not only a good time to 
set out tomato plants in 
backyard gardens, but it’s 
the start of the best fishing 
of the year for bluegill and 
redear sunfish. 

When water tempera¬ 
tures approach 70 degrees, 
these two native sunfish 
species move into the 
shallows of ponds, small 
lakes and large reservoirs 
in preparation for spawn¬ 
ing. 

“If I was to pick a time 
here it would be the sec¬ 
ond week in May,” said 
Paul Rister, western dis¬ 
trict fishery biologist for 
the Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Re¬ 
sources, who manages fish 
populations in Kentucky 
Lake and Lake Barkley. 

Both lakes support ex¬ 
cellent populations of the 
sunfish species. “When 
they are spawning, gener¬ 
ally the redear sunfish will 
be out from the banks in a 
little deeper water than the 
bluegills,” said Rister. 

Anglers should try to 
time their fishing trips to 
coincide with rising or 
stable lake levels. “By the 
time bluegills and redears 
go on the bed, both lakes 
are usually stable at sum¬ 
mer pool,” said Rister. The 
ideal fishing area is a shal¬ 
low embayment that has 
flooded vegetation on the 


mudflats, close to gravel 
shores. 

Rister said meal worms 
and crickets are the pre¬ 
ferred live baits for redear 
sunfish, while red worms 
and crickets are tops for 
bluegills. 

The recommended strat¬ 
egy for both species is 
suspending the bait under 
a float. “Redears want the 
bait close to the bottom, 
with as little weight (split 
shot) on the line as pos¬ 
sible,” said Rister. 

Bluegill strike bait sus¬ 
pended a little shallower 
than redears, along weed 
lines. Light wire, long- 
shank hooks in size # 8 or 
#10 are recommended for 
both species. 

These sunfish spawn 
in colonies, their saucer¬ 
shaped nests clustered to¬ 
gether. Spawning can con¬ 
tinue into June, if water 
conditions are ideal. 

The redear sunfish (Lep- 
omis microlophus) is com¬ 
monly called the “shell- 
cracker” because it likes to 
feed on mussels, snails and 
insects on the bottom. A 
special plate of teeth in the 
back of the fish’s throat en¬ 
ables them to crush shells. 
The preferred habitat for 
redear sunfish is clear wa¬ 
ter where rooted aquatic 
vegetation often grows. 

On Aug. 27, 2004, the 
Kentucky Fish and Wild¬ 


life Commission voted 
to give the redear sunfish 
sport fish status, and pro¬ 
tected populations from 
overharvest by creating 
a statewide 20-fish daily 
creel limit. 

Other Kentucky waters 
that support quality popu¬ 
lations of redear sunfish 
include Beaver Lake in 
Anderson County, El¬ 
mer Davis Lake in Owen 
County, McNeeley Lake in 
Jefferson County and Pan 
Bowl Lake in Breathitt 
County. 

The bluegill (Lepomis 
macrochirus) is arguably 
the most popular panfish 
in Kentucky. An abundant 
species that’s present in 
all the state’s river drain¬ 
ages, bluegill are easy to 
catch and their white flesh 
is sweet and firm. Bluegill 
thrive in ponds and small 
lakes across Kentucky. 

Statewide, there’s no 
daily creel limit on blue¬ 
gills, but Fishing in Neigh¬ 
borhoods (FINs) lakes 
have restrictions on the 
number of bluegills and 
redears that can be kept. 

Redear sunfish and blue¬ 
gill are willing strikers all 
day long, perfect for in¬ 
troducing a child or adult 
novice to fishing. 

The license year expired 
Feb. 28, 2013. You’ll 
need to buy a new fish¬ 
ing license, available in 


the sporting goods section 
of department stores and 
tackle shops, to fish now. 
Licenses and permits may 
also be purchased online 
from the Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife homepage at 


fw.ky.gov or by calling 
1-877-598-2401. The en¬ 
tire Spring Fishing Fren¬ 
zy series will be posted 
at this same website for 
future access to these ar¬ 
ticles.

ORDINANCE NO. 2013-0-02 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LIBERTY IN CASEY COUNTY, KENTUCKY, AMENDING 
THE OFFICIAL ZONING MAP OF THE CITY OF LIBERTY, KENTUCKY, CHANGING THE 
ZONING CLASSIFICATIONS OF A PARCEL OF LAND FROM RESIDENTIAL TO A ZONING 
CLASSIFICATION OF MIXED USE IN WHICH THE PARCEL IS LOCATED AT 498 ALLEN 
STREET AND WHICH LIE WITHIN THE CORPORATE LIMITS OF THE CITY OF LIBERTY, 
KENTUCKY, AND OWNED BY CURT DEMROW, IN LIBERTY, KENTUCKY. 

WHEREAS, on the 26th day of March 2013, the Liberty Planning Commission did hold a public hearing 
on the application of Curt Demrow requesting a change in zoning classification and a map amendment 
from the City of Liberty, in which includes a 90’ x 200’ parcel of land (description attached) with a current 
zoning classification of Residential to a zoning classification of Mixed Use in which the parcel is located at 
498 Allen Street and which lie within the corporate limits of the City of Liberty, Casey County, Kentucky; 
and 

WHEREAS, upon the foregoing Application, the Liberty Planning Commission did make written findings 
and conclusions in support of the requested zone change and zoning map amendment together with 
findings and conclusions in support of the requested zone change and zoning map amendment together 
with written recommendations addressed to and received by the City Council of the City of Liberty, Casey 
County, Kentucky, that Curt Demrow requested the change in the zoning classification and zoning map 
amendment be granted, approved and duly so ordained by the City of Liberty, Kentucky, outlined in the 
findings and recommendations as the public hearing of the Liberty Planning Commission; and 
WHEREAS, the City Council reviewed said Application at its regular and/or special council meeting on 
April 10, 2013 and April 12, 2013, and did make a review of the evidence, written findings, and 
conclusions of the Liberty Planning Commission, together with recommendations addressed to and 
received by the City Council of the City of Liberty, Casey County, Kentucky, and 
WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Liberty, Kentucky, after review did so concur in the findings, 
conclusions and recommendations of the Commission concerning the change in zoning classification and 
map amendment, by majority vote of the entire legislative body. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LIBERTY, 
KENTUCKY AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION I. 

As the legislative body of the City of Liberty, the Liberty City Council hereby adopts the findings of facts 
and conclusions of law after review of the evidence and record of Liberty Planning Commission and 
adopts it hearing as its own: 

A. That on March 26, 2013, the Liberty Planning Commission did hold a public hearing on the application 
of Curt Demrow requesting a change of zoning classification and map amendment from the City of Liberty, 
in which includes a parcel of land (description attached) with a current zoning classification of Residential 
to a zoning classification of Mixed Use in which the parcel is located on Hustonville and Allen Streets and 
which lie within the corporate limits of the City of Liberty, Casey County, Kentucky; and 

B. Upon the following Application, the Liberty Planning Commission did make written findings and 
conclusions in support of the requested zone change and zoning map amendment together with findings 
and conclusions in support of the requested zone change and zoning map amendment together with 
recommendations addressed to and received by the City Council of the City of Liberty, Casey County, 
Kentucky, that Curt Demrow requested a change in the zoning classification and zoning map amendment 
be granted and approved; and 

C. That the City Council of the City of Liberty, Kentucky, reviewing evidence provided thereto so concur in 
the findings, conclusions and recommendations of the Commission concerning the change in zoning 
classification and map amendment. 

SECTION II. 

That the City of Liberty Zoning Ordinance and map be amended to show a change in the zone 
classification from Residential to Mixed Use for the real property described herein below to wit: 

See Exhibit A attached hereto and incorporated herein by reference pursuant to K.R.S. 83.060(5). The 
Zoning classification of the heretofore and attached described parcel of land belonging to Curt Demrow 
and situated on Hustonville and Allen Streets, in Liberty, Kentucky, be so fixed and reclassified to the 
zoning classification of the City of Liberty, and the Mayor of the City of Liberty, Kentucky, is hereby 
authorized and so ordered to make upon the Official Zoning Map, an endorsement to evidence the zoning 
reclassification and to make reference to the number of this Ordinance on such change. 

SECTION III. 

This zone classification is subject to terms and conditions established by the Liberty Planning Commission 
in its approval of the subject application in recommending the zone classification to the City of Liberty, 
Kentucky. 

SECTION IV. 

The provisions of this Ordinance are severable; in the invalidity of any provision of this Ordinance shall not 
effect the validity of any other provision thereof; and such other provisions shall remain in full force and 
effect as long as they remain valid in the absence of those provisions determined to be invalid. 

SECTION V. 

All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict with the provisions of this Ordinance are hereby repealed 
to the extent of such conflict. 

SECTION VI. 

This Ordinance shall be effective as soon as possible according to law. 

SECTION VII. 

This Ordinance shall be published in summary pursuant to K.R.S. 83(A).060(9) and shall be effective as 
soon as possible according to law.

WHEREAS, upon the foregoing Application, the Liberty Planning Commission did make written findings 
and conclusions in support of the requested zone change and zoning map amendment together with 
findings and conclusions in support of the requested zone change and zoning map amendment together 
with written recommendations addressed to and received by the City Council of the City of Liberty, Casey 
County, Kentucky, that Todd Hoskins requested the change in the zoning classification and zoning map 
amendment be granted, approved and duly so ordained by the City of Liberty, Kentucky, outlined in the 
findings and recommendations as the public hearing of the Liberty Planning Commission; and 
WHEREAS, the City Council reviewed said Application at its regular and/or special council meeting on 
April 10, 2013 and April 12, 2013, and did make a review of the evidence, written findings, and 
conclusions of the Liberty Planning Commission, together with recommendations addressed to and 
received by the City Council of the City of Liberty, Casey County, Kentucky, and 
WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Liberty, Kentucky, after review did so concur in the findings, 
conclusions and recommendations of the Commission concerning the change in zoning classification and 
map amendment, by majority vote of the entire legislative body. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LIBERTY, 
KENTUCKY AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION I. 

As the legislative body of the City of Liberty, the Liberty City Council hereby adopts the findings of facts 
and conclusions of law after review of the evidence and record of Liberty Planning Commission and 
adopts it hearing as its own: 

A. That on March 26, 2013, the Liberty Planning Commission did hold a public hearing on the application 
of Todd Hoskins requesting a change of zoning classification and map amendment from the City of 
Liberty, in which includes a parcel of land (description attached) with a current zoning classification of 
Residential to a zoning classification of Mixed Use in which the parcel is located on Hustonville and Allen 
Streets and which lie within the corporate limits of the City of Liberty, Casey County, Kentucky; and 

B. Upon the following Application, the Liberty Planning Commission did make written findings and 
conclusions in support of the requested zone change and zoning map amendment together with findings 
and conclusions in support of the requested zone change and zoning map amendment together with 
recommendations addressed to and received by the City Council of the City of Liberty, Casey County, 
Kentucky, that Todd Hoskins requested a change in the zoning classification and zoning map amendment 
be granted and approved; and 

C. That the City Council of the City of Liberty, Kentucky, reviewing evidence provided thereto so concur in 
the findings, conclusions and recommendations of the Commission concerning the change in zoning 
classification and map amendment. 

SECTION II. 

That the City of Liberty Zoning Ordinance and map be amended to show a change in the zone 
classification from Residential to Mixed Use for the real property described herein below to wit: 

See Exhibit A attached hereto and incorporated herein by reference pursuant to K.R.S. 83.060(5). The 
Zoning classification of the heretofore and attached described parcel of land belonging to Todd Hoskins 
and situated on Hustonville and Allen Streets, in Liberty, Kentucky, be so fixed and reclassified to the 
zoning classification of the City of Liberty, and the Mayor of the City of Liberty, Kentucky, is hereby 
authorized and so ordered to make upon the Official Zoning Map, an endorsement to evidence the zoning 
reclassification and to make reference to the number of this Ordinance on such change. 

SECTION III. 

This zone classification is subject to terms and conditions established by the Liberty Planning 
Commission in its approval of the subject application in recommending the zone classification to the City 
of Liberty, Kentucky. 

SECTION IV. 

The provisions of this Ordinance are severable; in the invalidity of any provision of this Ordinance shall not 
effect the validity of any other provision thereof; and such other provisions shall remain in full force and 
effect as long as they remain valid in the absence of those provisions determined to be invalid. 

SECTION V. 

All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict with the provisions of this Ordinance are hereby repealed 
to the extent of such conflict. 

SECTION VI. 

This Ordinance shall be effective as soon as possible according to law. 

SECTION VII. 

This Ordinance shall be published in summary pursuant to K.R.S. 83(A).060(9) and shall be effective as 
soon as possible according to law.
